WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN PICARDY, May 15 (delayed.)—aAll 
the interest on this front today centered in the air. From the moment the 
sun rose into an almost cloudless sky, the artillery, infantry and every other 
fighting unit suspended operations to watch the most spirited air battles 
ever seen in the Montdidier sector. 

At daybreak two long lines of sausage balloons ascended slowly and 
then hung lazily in the air. One line was plainly distinct behind the curve 
of the Montdidier salient. Far off in the distance hung another line of the 
ever-watchful enemy bags, describing the same general curve. These two 
hostile lines of balloons were watching every move on the roads, every 
wigp of emoke from the big guns. The resuk was there was little traffic 
and tically no shelling. 

What took place above, over, under, between and around the sausage 
balloons was air war, as it was prophesied long ago. French and German 
planes were fighting continuously. The usual rumble of guns and shells 
on the ground, where all was now quiet, was replaced by the almost con- 
tinuous dull booms made by the anti-aircraft shells which exploded around 
the machines of the nations.

LAW IS URGED TO CURB 
COMMERCIAL BRIBERY. 


FEDERAL TRADE OCOMMISSTON 
SAYS STATE STATUTES 
FOUND INSUFPICIENT. 


(SY A. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 16.-—Enact- 
ment of “a sufficient law striking at 
the unjustifiable and vicious prac- 
tices of commercial bribery” was 
urged on Congress today by the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Each person participating in any 
such transaction should be reached 
by a criminal statute, in the opinion 
of the commission, which recount- 
that investigation has revealed, 
commercial bribery to be general. 

“Tt should be noted.” says the 
commission, “that the practice ap- 


pears to have been most general on 
\the part of concerns in introducing 


the goods and wares to German 
firms.” 
The commission's recommenda- 


tions sald, in part: 

“Theee bribes take the form of 
commissions for alleged services, of 
money and gratuities and entertain- 
ments of various sorts, and of 
loans—all intended to influence such 
employees in the choice of mate- 
ria 


ls. 

“Tt is evident that this !tnexcus- 
able added cost is finally passed on 
to the consumer. 

“Fourteen States have statutes 
striking at the practice, and yet it 
tends to grow. When competition 
crosses State lines, State statutes, 
with respect to trade practices, are 
not actively enforced.”

President's Critics Seek Test 


of Strength. 


Dragnet War Investigation is 


Opposed.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—An- 
other test of strength is impending 
in the Benate between administra- 
tion leaders and critics of the gov- 
ernment’'s war preparations. Upon 
receiving word today that the 
President stili strongly disapproved 
the resolution for further war in- 
quiries by the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, both sides lala plans for 
the Aight which probably will begin 
tomorrow. 

Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, 
chairman of the Military Committee 
and author of the original resolution, 
has stated that he will favor aban- 
doning the committee's investiga- 
tions unless the measure passed 
In its present form. He and other 
Senators supporting it apparently 
are confident 6? winning, though 
they concede the vote may be close. 

After a conference at the White 
House, Senator Thompson of Kan- 
sas, sald the President felt that 
even a& amended the Chamberlain 
resolution proposes a “dragnet” war 
inquiry, embarrassing to the admin- 
istration and also possibly to the 
aviation inauiry under Charles EF. 
Hughes and the Department of 
Justice. 

MINORITY REPORT. 


Senator Thompeon announced 
that he and Senator Jone of New 
Mexico would file a minority report 
tomorrow and possibly offer a sub- 
stitute resotution lNmiting the Mili- 
tary Committee’s authority. 

Considering all the circumstances, 
President Wilson told Senator 
Thompson, chairman of the Expendi- 
tures Comenittee, the Chambériain 
resolution, even as modified, would 
in effect authorize a “Gragnet’ tin- 
vestigation by the Military Commit- 
tee. 

The President informed Senator 
Martin of Virginia, Democratic lead- 
er, yesterday that the Chamberiain 
resolution calling for an investiga- 
tion of aircraft preduction and oth- 
er war activities constituted a vote 
of lack of confidence in the admin- 
istration and the Expenditures Com- 
mittee amended it to eliminate all 
reference to an investigation of “the 
conduct of the war.” 

DEFEAT PLANNED. 


“We are going to do all we can 
to defeat the resolution, even re- 
vised,” said Senator Thompson, after 
a conference at the White House. 
“The President authorized me to 
say that he is just as much opposed 
to the amended resohution as he was 
to the original.” 

Senator Thompson sald he might 
offer a substitute proposing to limit 
the Military Committee's inquiry to 
the aircraft situation alone. The 
President, he sald, feele that the re- 
vised resolution is too broadly drawn 
and still is subject to construction 
that would authorise the general in- 
quiry by the Military Committee in- 
to the conduct of the war. 

The original Chamberlain resolu- 
tion authoriged an inquiry into air- 
craft, ordnance and quartermaster 
affaire and into “conduet of the war 
by or through the War Department.” 

Charities BE. Hughes, who was ap- 
pointed by the President to act with 
Atty-Gen. Gregory in the investiga- 
tion of criminal charges in connec- 
tion with air programme is expected 
in Washington in a few days to go 
over the plans of the Department of 
Justice.

Los ‘Angeles Shipbuilding 
- Plant Again to Fore. 


Working under ordinary con- 
ditions at the plant of the Los 
Angeles Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company's plant at the 
harbor yesterday, Peter Bryer 
broke the American rivet-driv- 
ing record by 286 points. 

Mr. Bryer drove 3207 rivets tn 
& nine-hour day. The pre- 
vious American record on sim- 
lar work’was 2921. Brver drove 
863 seven-eighths-inch rivets 
and 2344 three-quarter-inch 
rivets. It took two holders and 
three heaters to tend hir. Hils 
average was a rivet every ten 
seconds. 

This work was accomplished 
by the use of a pneumatic rivet- 
ing gun on the tanks of the 
hull of boat No. &. The ac- 
complishment is considered re-_ 
markable because Bryer came to 
the plant as a heater about 
eight months ago, and all he 
knows about riveting he has 
learned there since that time. 

In recent weeks there hag 
been rivalry between the riveters 
engaged in constructing ships 
in Great Britain and in the 
United States. Several contests 
have been held to stimulate ef- 
ficiency among the mechanics. 
In a recent contest a Londen 
Sang headed by one riveter drove 
4267 rivets in nine hours. 

About the same tinta. Amer- 
icans were averaging 2720. Ed- 
ward Gibson at Kearny, N. J., 
drove 2919 three-quarter-inch 
rivets in nine hours, working on 
a ship floor, and John Corrigan 


of Wyandotte, Mich. - drove 
3415 three-quarter-inch rivets 
while on floor work. William 


Hartz of Chicago made a rec- 
ord of 30565. 

The speed of such contests 
depends in a great measure upon 
the size of rivets driven and 
whether a man is working on 
sides, ceilings or floors. It also 
depends to some extent upon 
the gang of assistants. 4

Justice and Security Sought 
for Nations. 


Federal Speaker Addresses 
Meetings Here. 


Individual Missionary Work 
Largely Wasted. 


Dr. Sidney L. Gullick, member of 
the National Committee on the 
Moral Aims.of the War, who, with 
Dr. George W. Nasmyth of the 
speakers division of the Committee 
on Public Information, its touring 
the United States lecturing on 
“What We are Fighting For,” yes- 
terday addressed three gatherings 
which crowded the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

“The United States stands and 
fights for a moral interpretation of 
the relations and activities of na- 
tions,” he sald. “We demand open 
diplomacy, we seek justice and se- 
curity for nations and peoples, smal! 

We stand for the 
adjustment and government of ter- 
ritories in the interests and rights 
of their own populations.

WAS. EVER THUS. 

For a year and a half land was com- 
mon property at Liano del Rio in Los Ange- 
les county; for a year and a half Socialism 
undiluted held sway. But at the end of that 
time all the available assets of the colony 
had passed in some mysterious manner into 
the possession of those who preached So- 
clalism, while those who Practiced it were 
evicted not only from the Liano del Rio 
Property, but from the private homes some 
of them owned at the time they took part 
in the great Socialist movement that was 
to “regenerate” the West. Judging by re- 
sults, degenerate would be a more applica- 
ble word. 


Each of the colonists was employed by 
the company (which meant the whole of 
them) to till the soll for a fixed stipend of 
$4 a day. The Socialist idea that money of 
itself is without value was carried to the 
exmpnt that they were paid in certificates 
instead of real money. Theoretically the 
millennium had been established, but prac. 
tically the colony failed and the books of 
the promoters of the company have been 
seized as part of a grand jury investigation 
concerning charges of criminal] intent on the 
part of the promoters. It is simply another 
failure recorded in an attempt to “create 
Wealth by decree and to substitute Utopian 
theories for the old law of supply and de- 
mand. The sufferers are, unfortunately, sin- 
cere persons of limited means who sacri- 
ficed the savings of a lifetime to chase 
rainbows painted by Job Harriman and the 
two red Wolves, male and female. 


IR MACHINES — PATRIOTISM — 
PRESIDENT WILSON’S COURSE. 

President Wilson rose dramatically above 
the level of partisan politics when he in- 
vited Charles Evans Hughes, his late oppo- 
nent, to assist in the Federal investigation 
of what the President terms “very serious 
charges of dishonesty that have been made 
in connection with the production of air- 
craft.” A statesman has been defined as 
& Man who dares. In violating all politica! 
tradition the President has burst the bonds 
of party discipline and stands revealed to 
the country in a new Nght. Consternation 
reigns in the ‘camps of his political retain- 
ers and his enemies. No President ever 
before appointed the chief of the opposition 
to a position ‘where he could strike the 
dominant party in its weakest point, that 
of patronage. While we seldom revert to 
it, it is nevertheless a fact that our good 
Presidents in the past have all been strong 
party men. 

During his first tefa Président Wilson 
was almost a slave to party routine. The 
supreme test of ev candidate for polit 
ical appointment was that he was a good 
Democrat. 
that the President was still in his political 
swaddling clothes and took full advantage 
of the situation. But the shock of a world 
war has burst party bonds. The President 
has discovered that not al! the virtue of the 
nation resides in the Democratic party. He 
is furthermore determined that the name 
Democrat shall not be used as a cloak to 
shield grafters and incompeé¢tents in office. 
If the country has been robbed, the Prest- 
dent is determined that political exigencies 
shall not serve as a bar to the prosecution 
of the criminals. He will not even set Dem- 
ocrats to prosecute Democrats, but invites 
one whose Republicanism ané probity are 
alike above suspicion to assist in the in- 
vestigation. 


By his prompt acceptance of the place 
tendered to him Mr. Hughes has likewise 
displayed a patriotism-affa personal abne- 
gation almost without a parallel in Amer- 
ican political history. The failure of the 
aircraft programme is. in itself a terrific 
arraignment of the Democratic administra- 
tion. It is unprecedented. The collapse is 
all the more tragic to the Democratic party 
because Secretary Baker had made a report 
to Congress that ali was proceeding satie 
factorily in aircraft production just two 
weeks before the exposure came. No one 
believes that Secretary Baker intentionally 
deceived the public; it is generally accepted 
that he was misled by the data furnished 
him by the heads of the aviation depart- 
ment. But these heads were his appointees; 
he had passed upon the appointment of the 
deputies who collected and forwarded him 
the information: and he cannot evade the 
responsibility of a principal for the acts of 
his agents. If Mr. Hughes bad been dom!- 
nated by partisan party spirit he could 
have declined to: dive Into the muddy wa- 
ters of a Democratic dal. Lord North- 
cliffe took that posit recently when an 
offer similar to that of President Willison 
to Mr. Hughes was tendered him by Lioyd 
George. “Lord Northcliffe declined to ally 
himself with an administration with whose 
policy he was not in accord. 

But such is not the American spirit, as 
typified by Mr. Hughes. He did not hesi- 
tate to align himself with his political ene- 
mies. His response is characteristic: “Ap- 
preciating fully the gravity of the matter, 
I shall be glad to co-operate with the Attor- 
ney-General in making a prompt and thor- 


bough investigation of the charges of dis- 


honesty in connection with aircraft pro- 
duction.” A new precedent has been es- 
tablished in American politics. The old 
partisan spirit is passing. Every leader in 
the future must show by his works that he 
places country before party. One is even 
justified in hoping that the day of the po- 
litical demagogue and the pay-roll patriot 
is closing. When the man at the head of 
the nation is big enough to place his chief 
political opggnent in position to investigate 
the acts of his party retainers the plain 
people may be justified in hoping that this 
spirit will extend to State and local politics. 

Charles Evans Hughes is not a novice in 
conducting investigations of charges of 
graft among public officials. Twenty years 
ago his investigation of insurance scandals 
in the State of New York caused a political 
revolution as far-reaching as the exposure 
of the old Tweed ring. But Mr. Hughes is 
not a Frank Heney. He hever confuses ic- 
cusation with conviction. He is not a po- 
litical freebooter. Justice is to him higher 
than personal or party aggrandizement. 
And it is well for all thinking Californians 
to keep in mind that, after giving Mr. 
Heney a chance as investigator of the al- 
leged food privateers, the President passed 
him up and appointed Mr. Hughes to in- 
vestigate the aircraft scandals. There is a 
reason. ;

wasted—and there is a deficit of $200,000.- 
000; and but two airplanes” had been 
shipped to France when the exposure and 
change of management came four weeks 
ago. The regues or boobs responsible for 
the collapse have been retired. Assur- 
ances have been given that the new regime 
fe headed by practical men and that the 
actual production of airplanes is now under 
way. By the selection of Mr. Hughes to 
take part in the investigation of the failure 
of the past, the American people are as- 
sured that no political whitewash will be 
applied. If there has been criminal respon- 
sibility it will be fixed. If it was only a 
case of incompetency, fitting square pegs 
in round holes, the people will be fully ad- 
vised. It will be wise to leave the investi- 
gation to those whose duty it is to investi- 
gate. We have placed our hands to the 
plow and no good purpose will be served 
by continuing to look back. 

The effects of the President's course will 
extend much further than the department 
of aircraft production. He has served no- 
tice on the members of every Federal de- 
partment that any serious charges of graft 
or misconduct may be investigated by their 
political opponents. While the spoils may 
belong to the victor, there is to be a rigid 
discrimination between legitimate and ille- 
gitimate spoils. It is as serious a blow to 
the pay-roll patriots as was the advent of 
the cash register to the bartenders’ union. 
The President's critics are left in an equal- 
ly unhappy position. Charges of graft and 
mismanagement can no longer be made 
with impunity. Under the old order it 
was easy to cry “whitewash” when the 
charges were disproved. But that defense 
has been shattered. It may not be too 
much to hope that the whole atmosphere 
of American politics will purified by the 
President's energetic action. ‘ 


LAVS AND TEUTONS.” 

The history of Centta) Europe has been 
that of long and constant conflict between 
Teutonic and Slavic peoples. From the first 
contact of the two races to the present day 
the Teutons have been the aggressors, seek- 
ing to rule thefr Slavic neighbors, and the 
Slavs have been overcome by the superior 
solidarity: and leadership of the Germanic 
people. Yet, though the Slavs have been 
subjugated and enslaved until the word 
“slave” is traced back to the Slavs cap- 
tured by the Teutons, the Slav spirit has 
never been changed. ‘heir original mean- 
ing for their own name was “glory” or 
“free.” Always they have demanded indl- 
vidual freedom, personal liberty—to such an 
extent that they would not submit to the 
authority of their own leaders—they would 
not stand together. The Germans, on the 
other hand, have been submissive by na- 
ture; they have stood as one man, sacrific- 
ing their personal rights for the community 
or their rulers. 

Germany has conquered Slavic nations; 
but she has never assimilated them: she 
has never become a melting pot for the 
many elements that have gone to make up 
her empire. The Prussian remains a Prus- 
sian; the Bavarian retains his characteris- 
tics. Poland, though ruled by Germany and 
Austria, kept her own tongue and her old 
customs and traditions. Before she was 
blood-drenched and dramed of life by the 
onslaught of the German army in 1914-15 
Poland had entered upon a remarkable era 
of prosperity and a great revival of her na- 
tional spirit. i 

Bohemia, also a Slavic country, ruled by 
Prussianized Austria for the past half-cen- 
tury, has made great advance {™ renation- 
alizing itself. She has made rapid strides 
in agriculture, trade and manufacturing 
also. Prague, with all its antiquity and ro- 
mantic history, has become a prosperous 
modern city. But it is entirely Bohemian— 
the Czech language and customs are re- 
tained; everything German is taboo. W. 
B. Bailey, in “The Slavs of the War Zone,” 
says: “One must try to grasp the fact that, 
withig the memory of those still living, 


these people—the Csechs or Bohemians-— 
were almost as ruthiessiy oppressed as are 
the Croats, the Bosnians, the Poles, the 
Slovaks and the Slovenes. Almost, but not 
quite, for they have shown always a greater 
power of resistance than have their kindred 
of the other branches of the Slavonic races. 
The task which they have accomplished 
during the last score of years has been If 
tle short of miraculous. They have now 
practically banished their racial enemies 
from their midst. What has become of the 
Teutonic historic and traditional bereaucra- 
ey so carefully planted and protected by 
Maria Theresa’? it is gone. ‘The Stuff’— 
as the Germans designate the Czechs—has 
swept it all away, just as they have ban- 
ished all that is Teutonic from their facto- 
ries, banks, business and even from polilt- 
ical power within their borders.” 

Serbia, the brave little country which un- 


‘wittingly furnished the pretext for whica 


Germany sought to begin ber world-devour- 
ing campaign, has always maintained her 
independence, although she has done it at 
frightful cost of blood and suffering. 
in 1915 she paid a penalty which makes the 
world wonder and shiver, even under ths 
ever-recurring tragedies of today. Serbia 
has been always the gate to the East which 
the Teutons coveted--she has time and 
again stood between Europe and the hordes 
of the Far Bast. She is still ready to fight 
for her national freedom. 

We of the West have not known and ap- 
preciated the strength of the Slav spirit 
which by ite very nature is opposed to Teu- 
tonism and which Germany, through Many 


years of oppression and cruelty, has never | 


been able to change. In fact, it has grown 
and developed until it has created an ever- 
increasing racial feeling which is culminat- 
ing ih the movement known as the Jugo- 
Slav or South-Slav union. This is now be 
coming an important factor in the compli- 
cated questions of the present situation. 
More and More it threatens Austria, sinco 
more than half of the population of that 
country is Slavic in origin and in spirit.

IS JAPAN A MENACE 
TO WORLD PEACE? 


BY TOKUJIRO IWAKI, 

A certain anxiety seems to be still 
entertained by some people of the 
United States who assume, in the 
nature of things as things go, that a 
conflict between America and Japan 
is inevitable, and that Japan is bent 
in effect on a disturbance. of world 
peace. 

“The Valor of Ignorance” is the 
striking title of a most remarkable 
book, by Honorable Homer Lea, writ- 
ten just subsequent to the signing of 
the Portsmouth Treaty. In this book 
the author imagines for himself a 
preposterousness vision of Japan's 
possible invasion of America. In the 
introduction, MajorGeneral P. 
Story writes: “Japan can within 
three months land on the Pacific 
Coast 400,000 troops, and seize, with 
only insignificant resistance, Seattle. 
Portiand, San Francisco and Los An- 
geles.”’ We are told that this book, 
which has been circulated widely 
and has become famous, is inspired 
by political considerations related 
to the Philippines, Hawali add the 
Pacific Coast—the Japanese serving 
as a device by which the minority 
American politicians may arouse 
their public. 

Many bugaboo articles on the same 
subject have since been published in 
books and jingo journals of this coun- 
try until an inextinguishable public 
opinion has been set afire. Mr. Car! 
Crow, in his book “Japan and Amer- 
ica.” says: “Japan is a menace, not 
only to the United States, but to all 
Western civilization, but our protec- 
tion is found in the inherent weak- 
ness of the Japanese state.” 

Prof. Thorstein Veblen, not a fingo 
in any sense, said in his work, “The 
Nature of Peace:” “How may peace 
be maintained within the horizon of 
German and .Japanese ambition’ 
There are two obvious alternative, 
neither of which promises an easy 
way out of the quandary in which the 
world’s peace is placed by their pres- 
ence: submission to their dominion. 
or elimination of these two Powers.” 

Viee-Admiral Akiyama Shinshi, the 
most trusted member of Admira! To- 
go's staff’ in the war with Russia. 
when interviewed in New York last 
year was sald to be purzzied by the 
American reporters asking him, one 
after another, quite frankly: “Has 
not J been preparing and ex- 
panding her navy? When will she 
decide to attack America’’” The 
Vice-Adimiral’s answer was this: 
“Has there been any possible reason 
requiring war between America and 
Japan in the past? Or will there be 
any such reason to fear in the fu- 
ture? None such eccentric fools who 
@ream of such war are in Japan. As 
reported by the papers, Japan is go- 
ing to built twelve capital ships in 
the mext six or seven years, while 
America is now going to built thirty- 
three capital ships in the same pe- 
riod. How then could Japan take 
offensive movement against a far su- 
perior squadron’ You May ask me 
if Japan could manage to get supe- 
rior navy, then might she invade 
America; but Japan is fot a sort of 
country to Make war on the weak 
or to crush a fallen nation. How- 
ever, in case of defensive need, when 
any Power might attempt to menace 
the existence of Japan's national! life 
or infringe her transmitted rights, 
we will fight unshrinkingly to the 
last man. If we should fail to win 
success in a year or two, we will pa- 
tiently waite even one hundred or 
one thousand years, until finally we 
would win.” 

Being asked by an Outlook staff 
member, about a month ago, Mar- 
shal Premier Terauchi said: “The 
possibility of Japan and America. 
breaking off into war has never for 
a& moment entered my mind It is 
true that Japan hes a little military 
strength, but that she should sent 
her army across the Pacific and land 
it in America is quite impossible, 
and I presume it would be difficult 
for the United States to do the same 
against Japan. I believe there is no 
reason to anticipate war between the 
two nation. Let us grow and develop 
each in ite own glorious sphere, for 
the elevation of hu-nanity and world 
civilization.” 

Japan had been conaidered by Pow- 
ers a part of China or a part of the 
Chinese territory until the Chino- 
Japan war in 1894-5. Due to amaze- 
ment at the victorious battles after 
battles over the great Russian bear in 
1904-5, she began to be feared and 
viewed with caution. Some are 
afraid that the Japanese. as brave 
fighters, might become restiess and 
unruly. But of that is no danger. 
The army is founded upon the con- 
scription system for defensive pur- 
poses. The Japanese soldiers are pa- 
triotic and fight gallantly when or- 
dered to advance, but they are not 
bellicose by nature, rather prefer- 
ring peace; and moreover, perfect or- 
der and discipline prevails among 
them. We should be sorry if we 
were considered only as a warlike 
or a fighting nation. Japan has ef- 
fected a great transformation in a 
com paratively 
without the least entertaining any 
idea of self-glorification. We aspire 
to be as energetic and as clever in 
other branches of human culture as 
in war. 

A Japanese adage says if one dog 
barks a falsehood, ten thousand oth- 
ers spread ,it as a truth. A single 
mischief maker May cause very se- 
rious trouble between nations. To 
Suppress the manipulated talk of war 
or improbable false charges against 
other nations is, therefore, the bound- 
en duty of every thoughtful man.

PRICE OF MILK. 


Grocers Doing so will Lose 
_ Their Supply. 


Return of Empty Bottles is 
Urged on People. 


Sugar Certificate Plan to Start 
- in a Fortnight. 


Milk is not to be made ea “leader” 
in any store tn Los Angeles, accord- 
ing to a decision reached yesterday 
afternoon at a meeting of the milk 
distributors with Pouis M. Cole, city 
food administrator. 

It was reported by many of the 
milk distributors that several gro- 
ceries im the city are making « 
practice of selling milk at 10 cents 


a quart, or two cents less than the 
actual cost, and that this was hav- 
ing a serious effect on the trade, 
tending to unstabilize the business. 
To put a stop to the practise it was 
decided that any store found selling 
wage Fe lees than actual cost will 

barred from receiving milk from 
the distributors. 

it was feared by many present 
that If such an agreement were 
made the retailer would go to the 
Distritt Attorney's office charging 
eonspiracy, as was done last year 
with several of the local bakers. 
Upon the suggestion ©f Mr. Cole 
the distributors were recommended 
to try the plan of the bakers, who 
are now refusing to sell Dread to 
any store cutting the quoted fair 


price. 
LOSS ON BOTTLES. 

It also developed at the meeting 
that the greatest single lose in the 
milk business . from broken 
bottles. It was asserted that quart 

Ottles cost 7 cents and pint botties 

cents each. Thousands of botties 
are lost or broken every week and 
the milk distributers adopted a 
plan whereby every retailer would 
be charred f each bottle. 

“It the p le of Leos Angeles 
expect the present price of milk to 

prevall, they should re@urn every 
erupty milk bottle. It ie the greatest 
logs to the milk man and should be 
considered a petrioctic effort on their 
part,” sald Mr. Cole.

bak required to make this report, 
but every club, dining room and 
publie eating fieuse that 
its own bread, must algo report. 
The only ménufacturers who are 
exempt are those making crackers. 
This last class is required te make 
a monthly report direct to Washing- 
ton.
